have given up a good share of the 
best part of our lives toiling to these 
ends. 

It is now nearing a quarter of a 
century since we began our task, Dui 
ing this period we have long and 
earnestly waited for a railroad to come 
to us or to pass through by We 
have watched with eager eyes and 
listened with patient ears to both the
